J haue read) of two Engliſh woꝛds put vies | 
together, namelp , cunning (oꝛ crying) Name 


and ſtaple, which doe ſignifie ; the ſt ay 
(oꝛ hold) of the King. Fo2 by the ancient 
cuſtome ofthe Realme, there is a great 
Om̃cer called the Conſtable of England, 
who by meanes of the high authoꝛtty 
that he had, was a pꝛincipall ſkay vnto 
the Kings gouernment , and this man 
had iuriſoiction and autho2ifp in deeds of 


Armes, and matters of warre, both with- 


in + without the Realme. Out of which 
office; this lower Conftableſhip was at 
the firft d2zawne and fetched, and is (as 


it were) a very finger of that hand. Foz Hisbes. 
the ſtatute of Wincheſt. which wis made Sinning 


in the time of King Edw. the firſt, and by 
which theſe lower Conſtables of Hundreds 
and Franchiſes were firſt o2dained, doth 
(among other things) appoint, that foz 
the better keeping of the Peace, two 
Conſtables in cuerv Hundred and Fran- 
chiſe, ſhould make the view of Armour. 
Do then, the name of Conſtable in a 
Hundred 92 Franchiſe, doth meane that 
he is an officer that ſuppoꝛteth thekmngs 
Pateſtic in the maintenance of his 
peace, within the pzecinc of his Bun⸗ 
dꝛed oꝛ Franchiſe; and he is many times 


called the High Conſtable, in compari⸗

he ſhould be charged. my 
And foꝛ this cauſe, theſe companies 
bee pet in ſome places of England (and 
namely with vs in Kent)called\5o2ows, 
of the ſaid word Borhes, Pledges, o2 
Sureties; albeit in the weſterne parts 
of this realme they be commonly named 
Tythings, 'becauſe they containe (as 4 
told you) the number of ten men with 
their families.

10 Hitherto I haue opened the anci- 
ent office of the Borſholder , Tythingmen, 
and the reſt, whereof alſo there is yet to 
this day ſome ſhew or remnant in our 
Leetes (or Las dayes) but if the verie 
ſubſtance thereof were thoroughly per- 
formed (as 1 know no let, but that by 
law it may) then ſhould the peace of the 
land bee much better maintained than 
now 1t is. 


As touching the latter office that theſe tis lat 
Borſholders, Tythingmen, Headbo- fer ot. 
rowes, Boroheads, Thirdboroes, and *** 


Chiefe Pledges hane, it is in manner all 
one with the office of a Conſtable of a 
towne oꝛ pariſh, which is commonly na⸗ 
med a petite Conſtable, oꝛ vnder Conſta- 
ble, becauſe hee is a ſmall Conſtable in 
reſpect of the Conſtable of the Yundzed, 
within whoſe limit hee is. Fo2 as about 
the beginning of the reigne of King E. z.

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Tus CONCLUSION. 


"A Nd here for Concluſion it will not be 
amiſſe to annexe vnto this Treatiſe 
the effect of two late Statutes, made for 
eaſe in pleading againſt troubleſome and 
contentious ſuites, proſecuted againſt Con- 
ſtables, Churchwardens, &c. for the law- 
full execution of their office : the firit of 
which Statutes, made in the ſeuenth yeare 
of the raigne of our late Soueraigne Lord | 
King Iames, followeth in theſe words. i 
Foz caſein pleading againſt many "7: 
cauſeleſſe ⁊ contentions ſuites, which 
haue bene, and daily are commenced 
and pꝛoſecuted againſt IJuſtices of 
Peace, Paioꝛzs, oꝛ Bailiffes of Cities.

rowes, Woztreues,Confſt:blos, Tyth⸗
